I1. C. Van Zandt, chief engineer for 


the Arkansas Portland Cement com- 
pany, today announced that his com- 
pany will soon begin the installation 
of additional machinery lit their big 
cement plant at Okay to increase the 
capacity of the plant. 


A filtercr will be added to the large 


rotary kiln, this new addition enabl- 
ing the increasing of the capacity of 
the plant 750 barrels daily and giv- 
ing the plant a daily capacity of 2,750 
barels. This addition will add to the 
big kiln to such an extent that the 
additional material may be burned 
without additional fuel expense. 


Another finish, or grinding mill will 


also be installed, doubling the present 
grinding capacity of the plant. 


Since the operations have begun at 


the plapt it has been found that a 
considerable quantity of yellow cluy 
in contained in the company's quar- 
ries, and a wash mill will be another 
improvement1 "at the plant, this mill 
to be used to put the clay in proper 
condition for use in the making of 
cement.

Brilliant Start 


The Hoover administration, swept 


into office by an overwhelming ma- 
jority after a bitter campaign, start- 
ed brilliantly. It was not until after 
congress got into its work 
in the 


special session which the President 
called to deal with farm relief and 
the tariff that storm clouds appear- 
ed, on the horizon. 


Farm relief was the chief domestic 


problem when the; administration, be- 
gan. At the outset, this was in' the 
background, and domestic issues gave 
way temporarily to international 'is- 
sues. 


During the inaugural ceremonies on 


March 4, alarming dispatches began 
to file into th6 state department about 
a brewing revolution in Mexico. The 
President acted quickly to placeman 
.embargo on .arms, backing t|i<^ ts-A 
tablisheid regime against the jeyjyii- 
tionarics, who1 soon were driven.rnio 
the north of Mexico and lhe; r.ebel- 
lion broken. Peace was restored and 
relations with Mexico are established 
now on a more friendly basis than 
in years. 


It was not long before the Presi- 


dent carried out the pledge in his 
inaugural address 
to seek 
further 


limitation of naval armaments among 
the great powers. One bold stroke fol- 
lowed another, culminating in the vis- 
it here last summer of Premier Ram- 
say MacDonald of Great Britain, nad 
the summoning of the 
conference 


now going on at London. 


Early in 
his 
administration, the 


President took another step beyond 
naval limination negotiations look- 
ing to preservation of peace among 
the nations. He promulgated the Kel- 
logg anti-war pact, drafted during the 
previous administration and told the 
world that it must mean something. 


He d«mdnstrated that 
M 
would" 


tnke the leadership in seeing that it 
did mean something by invoking it 
to prevent war between China and 
Russia, both 'signatories of the pact, 
which was Sucessful. 


The .President has sought in his 


year in office, likewise, to promote 
friendliness With the peoples of Latin- 
America, following up the good^-will 
mission he made .to Central and South 
America after, his election. 
He has 


withdrawn more marines from Nica- 
ragua, one of ,lhe "sore spots" of the 
previous administration, and has an- 
nounced his intention of ultimately 
withdrawing all marines from that 
country and from China, if condi- 
tions permit. 


A short-lived, resolution in Haiti 


recently caused the dispatch of ad- 
ditional marines there, but these were 
recalled almost immediately, and a 
commission appointed by the Presi- 
dent, with the consent 
of congress, 


sailed from Key West last week to 
study means of bringing peace and 
order in that tropical island. 


The end of the year finds-the bold- 


est of the President's international 
ventures, the attempt to further limit 
naval armaments, 
involved in dif- 


ficulties, but with him and admin- 
istration leaders hopeful that some 
definite results may come. 


World Court Entry 


Mr. Hoover has initiated another 


move for international cooperation, 
United States entry into the world 
court.

How- 
ever, the President prbbably will not 
submit the revised protocol to the 
senate until next session. 


With his move for reduction of nav- 


al armaments, Mr. Hoover coupled 
a move for reduction of military ex- 
penditures by this government. Ho 
appointed several months ago a comr 
mission of staff officers to. seek means 
of retrenchment, but nothing yet has 
come of this.

Thus far, President Hbover has baen 


more successful, perhaps, in the for- 
eign field than he has in the domes- 
tic political field. His troubles with 
congress started when his farm relief 
program, which went easily through 
the House, got to the senate;
